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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

1. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The term "risk quotient" is not defined in a concrete manner that would allow 
someone to duplicate the invention. It is stated instead to describe the concept and use 
of old and well known, standard analytical techniques commonly used in business risk 
analysis/management as subjectively customized to each new problem to be solved. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The term "risk quotient" is not defined in a concrete 
manner that would allow someone to duplicate the invention. It is stated instead to 
describe the concept and use of old and well known, standard analytical techniques 
commonly used in business risk analysis/management as subjectively customized to 
each new problem to be solved. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 1-15 and 22 are rejected under USC 101 as the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. For a claim to be statutory under 35 USC 101 
the following two conditions must be met: 

1) In the claim, the practical application of an algorithm or idea results in a useful, 
concrete, tangible result, 

AND 

2) The claim provides a limitation in the technological arts that enables a useful, 
concrete, tangible result. 

As to the technology requirement, note MPEP Section IV 2(b). Also note 
In re Waldbaum, 173USPQ 430 (CCPA 1972) which teaches "useful arts" is 
synonymous with "technological arts". In Musgrave, 167USPQ 280 (CCPA 1970), In re 
Johnston, 183USPQ 172 (CCPA 1974), and In re Toma, 197USPQ 852 (CCPA 1978), 
all teach a technological requirement. 

The invention in the body of the claim must recite technology. If the invention in 
the body of the claim is not tied to technological art, environment, or machine, the claim 
is not statutory. Ex parte Bowman 61USPQ2d 1665, 1671 (BD. Pat. App. & Inter. 2001) 
(Unpublished). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
May (US 6,421 ,653 B1) further in view of Dowd, Beyond Value At Risk: The New 
Science of Risk Management, 1998. 

May discloses (see at least columns 1-60, but in particular columns 1-20) all of the 
methods, steps, systems, codes and signals described in claims 1-22, including 
receiving information relating to a client account, structuring the information received 
according to risk quotient criteria, associating a weight to the risk quotient criteria, 
calculating a risk quotient utilizing the information structured to risk quotient criteria and 
the associated risk quotient criteria, and generating a suggested action responsive to 
the risk quotient. May does not teach the elementary mathematics of expected value. 

Dowd teaches (see pages 38-40) the concepts of measuring risk in terms of values at 
risk related to the confidence level of the risk occurrence, or expected value: the value 
of an event multiplied by its probability of occurrence, all in order to take action to 
mitigate these potential outcomes. 

Because of the fact that risk analysis/management has historically utilized expected 
values under differing scenarios and then acting on that information, and because it 
would have provided a more comprehensive and efficient system of analyzing and 
managing risks, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the 
invention to add the teachings of Dowd to those of May and to add those of May to 
those of Dowd for the same reasons.
